Towanda, Pa., Feb. 26.—(Special.J— 
Glenn W. Atwood, back in the Brad- 
ford county jail, today revealed the 
details of his 30,000 mile trip to avoid 
the consequences of having a pint of 
liquor. 2 

Today, just nine months after offl- 
cers raiding his home found the pint 
of what they supposed to be moon- 
shine whisky, Atwood was landed be- 
hind the bars, where he probably will 
remain for some time. 


Enforce Law at All Costs. 

The county authorities have deter- 
mined that their domain shall be bone 
dry, if such a thing is possible, and 
the law must be enforced at all costs, 
irrespective of persons. 

Atwood was living in a modest home 
here last May when the officers heard 
&@ rumor that he was selling some 
liquor. Acting under the rule that 
reasonable belief gives the right to 
raid a man’s home, a search warrant 
was taken out and the raid made. 

Atwood was yanked out of his home 
and brought before a justice, where 
bail of $1,000 was demanded. Finally 
Wiliam P. Wilson of Towanda, his 
attorney, furnished.the surety and At- 
wood temporarily was released.
